Upon release from imprisonment, the defendant shall be on supervised release for a term of : 

THREE (3) YEARS ON COUNT TWO (2) AND THREE (3) YEARS ON COUNT THREE (3) TO RUN CONCURRENTLY TO 
EACH OTHER.
